The fire at the W. C. Scheu 
residence last Monday demonstra- 
ted the necessity of a faster truck 
and more adequate fire equipment. 

Our old truck cannot make 25 
miles an hour up Euclid avenue, 
with the weight of the equipment 
and men that is necessary. In 
this day that is much too slow 
as there was at least’10 minutes 
lost getting to the fire. 

Also we need more fire hose. 
When we returned to the house 
we had only 750 feet of 21% inch 
hose to replace the 1100 feet that 
we used, AH of this 1100 feet 
must be dried and cleaned before 
it can be put in service again. 

A great many of our people do 
what the Upland 
Volunteer Fire department means 
to the city. The department con- 
sists of 20 members and our 
records for the last two years 
show an average of 13 members 
answering each fire call—which 
means that the city is getting 20 
men for 24 hours a day for $40 


{a month. 


If these men are willing to give 
their services for almost nothing 
surely the city should furnish 
adequate equipment for them to 
work with. Here is a short his- 
tory of the department since its 
organization in 1910.

30 Club Learns About Prob-

ng of the 20-30 club of Upland 
last Monday evening. Mr. Han- 
ion spoke on the water situation 
pf this community. Beginning with 
he government reserve forests, 
which are our chief water sheds, 
Mr: Hanson told of the twilight 
yone which a county forestry board 
ares for. The first year’s ap- 
ipropriation for fire protection in 
his area, reaching from the ranch- 
is to the foothills, was $1200. Last 
fvear’s allotment was $20,000. The 
one is about two miles wide and 
s parallel with the mountains. 


| Thirty-two years ago the San 
fAntonio Water Co. bought 100 
inches of water per second for 
$100,000. This was flowing wa'et 
from the old tunnel near Red Hill. 
Now the tunnel is dry and no water 
fis available there. 

Mr. Hanson gave figures relat- 
ing the great gamble taken by one 
wuao digs wells in Southern Cali- 
fornia, at the same time relating 
the exceptional luck he has had, 
sinking fourteen holes with only 
one dry one. 


It is the aim of the men of this 
community who are vitally inter- 
ested in the water problem to 
place dams in the Cucamonga wash 
at intervals of about a quarter of 
a mile. These dams are construct- 
ed by sinking railroad irons to 
bed rock and then heavy wire is 
stretched across the wash and fill- 
ed with rock. A sinking hole is 
then dredged out on the upper side 
of the dam. This will hold back 
65 per cent of the water and allow 
it to sink into the ground. Water 
travels about three miles a year in 
the soil, so it will practically be 
right where it is sunk when it is 
needed. Besides holding the water 
for future use, the dams would 
abolish the floods that happen

GASOLINE TARIFF 


State Motor Vehicle Depart- | factory was 


ment Official Makes Sur- 
vey of Gas Tax 


Forty-five of the forty-eight 
states of the union have adopted 
the gasoline tax as the favored 
means of raising revenue for high- 
way and other purposes. 

This was announced today by 
the division of motor vehicles as} 
the result of a survey conducted 
by Major Louis LaPlace, head of 
the safety bureau. 

Of the forty-five, nineteen have 
a tax higher than the three cents 
per gallon paid by Californians. 

Five charge five cents, one four 
and a half, twelve four cents, and 
eleven two cents. 

All of the states with the ex- 
ception of thirteen charge person- 
al property taxes in addition to 
fuel taxes and weight and regis: 
tration fees. 

‘Everything considered,” said 
LaPlace, “California is one of the 
cheapest states in the Union to 
motor in.” 

The states paying a five-cent tax 
are Rhode Island, New Mexico, 
Kentucky, Florida and Arkansas. 

Vermont is the lone state, with 
la tax of 4% cents, and Texas is 
the only one charging 314. 

The following states charge four 
cents: Alabama, Arizona, Idaho, 
Georgia, Maine,
